to leave to the wife the care of home and 
children, and to enter business or en 
sional life. Such a life is not only congenia 
to his tastes and adapted to his capacities, 
but it also gives opportunity for the invest- 
ment of capital and the accumulation of 
|] property. 

The disadvantage of the wife is even more 
noticeable if, giving over to others the care 
of her household, she engages in manual or 
mental labor. Not only are some of the 
more desirable and more lucrative pursuits 
practically closed to her, but even where her 
abor is accepted, either from her inferior 
endurance and power of application or from 
unjust discriminations, it receives but poor 
reward. 

These remarks, however, apply with less 
force to those exceptional cases in which 
married women take up a business, a trade, 
or a profession on their own account and on 
equal terms with men. In such cases it is 
evident that the wife’s contribution should 
more nearly, if not quite, equal that of the 
husband. But as a rule, let an unequal part, 
say one fourth or one third, of all necessary 

family expenditure be chargeable to the sep- 

arate property of the wife. Let all suits for 
necessaries, whether of husband, of wife, or 
of children, be brought jointly against hus- 
band and wife ; and upon judgment rendered, 
let separate executions issue, one against the 
property of the wife for one fourth or one 
third of the judgment, and the other against 
the property of the husband for the remain- 
ing three fourths or two thirds. In case no 
separate property of the wife is found, let 
fresh execution issue against the husband for 
the share for which the wife was primarily 
liable. ‘Thus, at the last resort, the husband 
would be, as he is now, liable for the whole 
debt. But in no case should the wife be lia- 
ble for more than her one fourth or one 
third, even though the husband be insolvent 
and his share of the debt remain unsatisfied. 
This plan seems not only just to the parties, 
but commended by public policy. It 
would discourage extravagance and ud : 
for, the wife being exempted from the debts 
of the husband, it has become a common and 
disgraceful practice, favored by the difficulty 
of obtaining evidence, for the husband to 
| his property in the name of his wife,

But if the creditor be disregarded, and the 
relief of the husbagd alone be contemplated, 
it might be betterto give the husband the 
option of claiming or of waiving the contri- 
bution of his wife.

THE BOSTON MARKETS. 


The butter market we not the bouyant tone 
t had a week ago, but sellers continue to hold 
the advantage on all really choice stock and 
there is no indication of any reaction. In fact, 
the Elgin dispatch, reporting sales at 23 cents, 
an advance of 1 cent from last week, shows 
that fine grades are still scarce in the West, 
and the next move may be still higher rates 
here. No sales were made at Canton or Og- 
densburg on Saturday, because holders would 
not take less than 23 cents, which is more than 
dealers in this market can afford to pay at 
present, but what they may be compelled to do 
a week or two hence, it fresh stock runs short, 
is another matter. For several days past buy- 
ers have been operating cautiously, and 21 to 
22 cents per pound is the highest range that 
can be safely quoted for round lots of best 
creamery, though several makes of Northern 
cannot be bought under 23 cents. The jobbing 
price for well-known brands of éreamery is 
from 24 to 26 cents, and at this range a 
quantity of nice butter is being distributed. 
More attention has been given to just 
under the finest, ard several round lots have 
changed hands at 19 to 20 cents that could not 
be disposed of a short time ago 8t over 15 
cents. But after passing there no improve- 
ment can be reported. A large stock of good 
to choice butter is still waiting for buyers at 
16 to 18 cents per pound, and must in- 
crease materially before this stock will be 
much affected. Dairy butter, a8 8 rule, does 
not grade near as high as last year. Most of 
the lots run very uneven, and the numerous 
defective tubs make the average price per lot 
quite low when compared with creamery. 
The higest regular quotation is 18 cents, and 
most of the sales range from 15 to 17 cents. 
Occasional fancy dairies run up sbout even 
with creamery, but these are now 80 rare that 
they cannot be taken into account im a regu- 
lar report. Common grades which come into 
competition with oleomargarine have a very 
slow sale, and cannot be dis of except 
at very low prices. When oleo law goes 
into effect low grades of genuine butter may 
do better, but we surmise the day for the con-
